When books were rare and paper costly, education de­ 
pended on lectures, limited to the sons and daughters of those 
who could buy leisure for unproductive youth. 
With free libraries, night schools, university extensions, and 
mail instruction, no man may say that his education is complete, 
or that training in any vocation calls for aught but theeenergy 
required to secure it. 
Wells has sound reason to his argument that attendance at 
college no longer justifies a claim to education; inability to enter 
a college is no longer an excuse for illiteracy. 
Are you dissatisfied? Then there is still hope for your fu­ 
ture. But your discontent must be directed at yourself, and not 
at your employers, surroundings or circumstances. 
You are the architect of your own fortune, and no Egyptian 
Task Master compels you to make bricks without straw. You are 
no slave of circumstance. Age, sex, color or previous conditions 
of servitude to habits of sloth cannot keep you from success. 
Are you a clerk? Then study the goods on the shelves be­ 
hind you, and the interesting personalities of the customers be­ 
fore you. Know and apply the psychology of salesmanship. Shift 
the fear of losing your job to your employer's fear of losing your 
services. 
Are you a mechanic? The perfect machine has not been

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EX-PRESIDENT TAFT TO BE CHIEF JUSTICE OF THE 
SUPREME COURT. 


The most important appointment that President Harding 
has yet had to make, by common agreement, was that of secre­ 
tary of state. It is not likely that he will have to make any ap­ 
pointment hereafter so important as that of chief justice of the 
supreme court, to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Edward 
D. White. 
There have been only six chief justices of the supreme court 
in 120 years. The greatest figure during that long period is still 
the figure of John Marshall, who presided over the court for 34 
years, playing the leading role in early interpretations of the con­ 
stitution and establishing the functions, traditions and prestige 
of the court. That body has grown in scope and power with the 
growth of the nation. It is no exaggeration to say that its per­ 
sonnel is now more vital than that of either of the other two 
branches of our federal government. 
National problems of vast complexity and importance are 
accumulating, dealing with the control of wealth, the preserva­ 
tion of fair competition, the adjustment of taxes, the relations 
cf capital and labor and the fundamental human rights of citi­ 
zens. Conflicts such as wrecked the liberties and progress of 
ancient Rome are now in the making. If they are to be avoided, 
there must be at the judicial helm a man possessing as much 
strength of mind and character, legal ability and progressiveness 
of thought as can be found combined in one American. 
By common consent, the one man in the nation who seems 
best able to fill the bill in these respects is Ex-President William 
H. Taft, and there is authority for saying that President Harding 
has been in communication with him and has virtually tendered 
him this exalted position and that he has agreed to accept it. 
Hope such is tne case.

made p number of vears ago. Officials j 
of the Ohio Inspection Bureau have re* I 
commended that certain plans be put j 
in effect to reduce fire hazards and j 
increase fire fighting efficiency, 
n ! 
order to retain the old classification, 
and these the city is contemplating 
carrying out. however, with the ne­ 
cessary cooperation of the citizens, 
who want to see the rates unchanged. 
Among these recommendations- is 
the suggestion of a building code and 
the elimination of fire hazards, and in 
this m atter alone, the cooperation and 
assistance of citizens w ill be needed,
